Of  all  the  modem  "confidence  games”  the  so-called  chain 
letter  probably  hits  the  most  people  in  a lifetime,  and  still 
seems  the  simplest  and  easiest  of  the  get-rich-quick  schemes. 
Brigham  Young  University  was  hit  by  the  give-until-it-hurts 
gimmick  Wednesday  with  the  invasion  of  the  campus  by  way 
of  Salt  Lake  City  contacts. 


LEADERS  SCATTERED 
Individuals  of  scattered  echelons  in  the  studentbody  ranks 
started  the  device  swelling  by  begging  and  borrowing  money 
to  ante  up  S150,  the  cost  of  getting  in  on  the  hot  bet.  It  only 
I took  a matter  of  hours  to  get  a dozen  takers,  no  easy  task  at 
| such  an  exhorbitant  price.  Still  others  were  walling  and  wait- 
ing to  get  in  on  the  deal,  when  the  leaders  of  the  movement 
did  an  about  face  and  stopped  the  spread  of  the  letters. 

That  initial  endeavor  was  killed  by  the  same  people  who 
brought  it  on  campus,  becadse  they  realized — almost  too  late—

must  be  contacted  to  complete  a cycle  of  10  names  on  each 
letter.  Stopping  at  that  point,  1024  people  break  even  and  2048 
are  behind *by  at  least  $75.

SOME  DISAPPOINTED 

If  the  cycle  continues,  of  course,  others  "break  ahead, 
but  it  still  would  remain  possible  for  only  3 people  on  the  en- 
tire campus  to  get  the  maximum — if  everyone  on  campus  paid 
for  a letter.  Yet  several  people  were  disappointed  when  the 
Universe  and  the  letter-buyers  tried  to  stop  the  promise  of 
an  epidemic.  Barnum  may  not  have  been  a w’ell-educated  man, 
but  he  knew  whereof  he  spoke  when  he  claimed,  "There  s a 
sucker  born  every  minute.” 

Fortunately,  the  plot  on  campus  was  initiated  with  no  ap- 
parent awareness  of  its  illegality  or  the  consequences,  and 
was  stopped  before  getting  out  of  hand.  But  this  is  only  one 
letter.
